He played for Tranent and then for Brox- 
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league, but with other teams, as did other 
Alexander imports ¢ e Gillan, Sam Cook, 
Frank Donachie and lan Gibson. 

Vince now plays with Frankston City, after 
having won the 1973 Rothmans Medal with 
Alexander. As the history books show, Pat 
emulated his brother’s feat by winning the 
medal the following year. 

There are two other soccer-playing Bannon 
brothers. Ged is with Frankston City with 
Vince, and Eamon, reputedly the best of ail 
the Bannons, is with Scottish Premier League 
club Hearts. 

Pat arrived at Alexander when the club was 
on the bottom of the State League. The boost 
given by the ‘Scottish brigade’ lifted the club 
to the respectable fifth position by the end of 
the season.

Pat found the State League to be on par 
with the junior league in his homeland, the dif- 
ference being that the Scottish competition 
was more physical. 

“You had more time to play the bail in the 
State League,” said Pat. “The crowds were a 
bit bigger in Victoria. We'd average about 500 
for a league game back home, with maybe 4- 
5,000 at a cup final.” 

The highlight of 1972 was Alexander's vic- 
tory over arch rival South Melbourne Hellas. 
The game was played at Middle Park, and 
Hellas was on top of the league at the time. It 
was the first time Alexander had beaten Hel- 
las. 

“We won 4-2,” said Pat, “and our fans went 
nuts. Since then, we’ve had the better of Hel- 
las.” 

The year 1973 was a let-down for Pat, 
because he thought Alexander had a great 
chance of winning the league, but finished 
third. 

In the Dockerty Cup final of that year, Alex- 
ander went down 0-1 to Hakoah. 

“it was a big disappointment losing that 
final,” reflected Pat. “The trouble was, we had 
the cup won before the bail was kicked. We 
should have won 5-1, but lost by the odd 
goal.” 

Pat's contract with Alexander expired at the 
end of the 1973 season, but he re-signed 
because he ‘liked the place.’ 

1974 was Pat’s best year in Australian soc- 
cer. 

“| played a lot of good games,” he said 
modestly, “but | never thought I’d win the 
Rothmans Medal. The big thing was the car, 
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which was the prize in the Player of the Year 
award run by “The Age” and Channel 9. 
However, | was surprised | won anything.” 

1975 brought more success, this time In the 
form of the State League championship. 

However, in 1976, Alexander slumped bad- 
ly, finishing fifth. 

1977 saw the beginning of the Philips Soc- 
cer League. 

“The national league's done a lot for the 
game,” said Pat. “For a start, Alexander had a 
much stronger playing squad for the first 
season in, and many other clubs improved 
their playing staffs. This lifted the standard 
straight away. 

“The league's even better this season. It’s 
very competitive, and far more even than the 
State League. There's a lot of interest, which 
can only be good for the game.” 

However, there's one modernisation 
brought by the establishment of the P.S.L. 
that doesn’t please Pat. 

“The season is very long,” he said, half 
groaning. “We're been at It since December 1 
last year, and when you're out of the running 
for the league and the final four, as Alexander 
was, training becomes very monotonous. 

“The amount of training we do is 
ridiculous. Part-timers in Scotland train twice 
a week and professionals train, say, four days 
a week. We’re in the middle. 

Pat added that Scottish professional clubs 
did only a month of pre-season training. 

“We do three months in hot weather,” said 
Pat. “It's not necessary. All we'd need is a cou- 
ple of weeks of hard conditioning and, say, 
have the Melbourne P.S.L. teams in the Am- 
pol Cup. That way, the players get to be match 
fit. But doing three months is too much.” 

Pat urged the Melbourne P.S.L. clubs and 
the Victorian Soccer Federation to settie 
their differences over the Ampol Cup format. 

“Most players enjoy playing the Ampol Cup 
games on a Friday and Saturday night at 
Olympic Park,” said Pat. “It’s not two hot and 
the fans always get interested. 

“If the P.S.L. clubs were in, there would be 
even more interest. That game between the 
P.S.L. and the State League earlier this year 
wasn't a true indication of the difference 
between the two leagues. I’m sure the fans 
would like to see State League teams take on 
the P.S.L. sides.” 

P.S.L. club directors take note! 

Pat has some forthright views on other mat- 
ters. 
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“Hf it weren’t for the Greeks,” he said, “soc- 
cer would be dead in Melbourne. The support 
they give to the game has kept soccer going. 
A lot of clubs, like Frankston or Mooroolbark, 
have or did have very ambitious plans. 
However, they don’t have the support to build 
up financially.

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Brazil’s coach Claudio Coutinho has made nonsense of two so-called 
“sensations” of the Worid Cup. 


The first concerned his ap- 
parent boycotting of star 
players Rivelino and Zico and 
the second was his reported 
“sacking” by the Brazilian 
Federation during the Cup 
finals themselves. 

Coutinho says, reports 
about the incidents were en- 
tirely incorrect. 

First, he had no argument 
with either Rivelino or Zico. 
They missed games only 
because they were injured. 

In an interview with Keir 
Radnegde of the English 


magazine “World Soccer”, 
Coutinho said: 
“There were no 


argumentts, no disagree- 
ments. That's nonsense, all 
nonsense. Rivelino is a good 
friend. 

“lf | could | would have 
picked him for every game. ! 
wanted to win. | am not 
stupid. People should not in- 
sult my intelligence. Rivelino 
was vital — how could I think 
of leaving out my best player? 
This was the biggest job in 
my life. | wanted to win! 

We lost him in the first 
game, and the truth Is that 
after that, he wasn't fit. Even 
though he has just been 
transferred to the Arabs, he 
still hasn’t played a full game 
since the World Cup. Surely, 
that proves the point? You 
can still s®e that his right 
ankle is swollen. 

“All those stories were 
started by the Argentine 
Press. | denied them. Rivelino 
denied them, but it made no 
difference. | suppose it was 
too good a ‘story’. The worst 
time was when they published 
a picture in which Rivelino 
was apparently turning his 
back on.me. But it wasn't the 
way it appeared.

“Rivelino was upset, yes — 
but not with me, with his in- 
jury. He was angry, upset and 
was cursing at his ankle. But! 
suppose from a distance, 
someone watching, would see 
Rivelino waving his arms 
about at me, shaking his fists, 
turning away from me. And 
they, no doubt, said: ‘There's 
Coutinho and Rivelino argu- 
ing again’. But it wasn't true. 

“Zico had alot of problems. 
You see, he is a player who 
depends entirely on balance. 
And on a pitch like the one at 
Mar del Plata he couldn't 
keep his own balance, fet 
alone upset anyone else's. 

“After two matches, | 
realised that Zico and 
Reinaldo, my two best goal 
scorers, couldn't function on 
that pitch, so | would need a 
different type of player. Later, 
| brought Zico back . . . and 
then, he was injured against 
Poland. it was a strange in- 
jury. 

“Because we had Dirceu 
back in midfield, we had no- 
one out on the left wing. So in 
team talks | told Zico | wanted 
him to use that space. In fact, | 
remember the last thing | said 
to him as we walked out, was: 
‘Remember, the Jeft wing!’ 

“And that's what he was try- 
ing to carry out after only 
about elght minutes. He went 
in on the left and was blocked, 
| think by Kasperczak. He 
twisted his ankle badly as he 
went down and the strain on 
his leg ruptured the muscle in 
his groin. He hasn't played 
since. 

“The rest of the team were 
shocked. They took Zico into 
the dressing room and he 
was in 80 much pain he was 
screaming for the doctor. The 
Poles, | believe, could have 
killed us then. 

“And they equalised just on 
half-time. But | managed to 
raise the boys’ spirits at half- 
time, we scored twice more.” 

About the reports that he 
was sacked midway through 
the first round, Coutinho said: 

“That was ridiculous. I'll tell 
you what really happened. 
After the game against Spain, 
the president of the CBD, 
Heleno Nunes, who has 
always been a good friend, 
came to say to me: ‘Don't 
worry, we'll qualify, just keep 
cool.’ | told him | wanted to 
leave out Zico and Reinaldo 
for the next match but that | 
wanted to tell the players 
tomorrow and then the Press. 

“But a friend of Nunes, 
whom | also knew, had come 
with him and after leaving the 
camp, he told journalists. Just 
that Nunes had been to see 
me and that Zico and 
Reinaldo would be left out. 

“So the papers put two and 
two together. . . and worked 
out that if the oresident had 





been to see me, it must have 
been to order the changes 
and that | was no longer 
responsible.” 

Referring to Argentina's 
qualification for the final 
ahead of Brazil, which had 
not lost a single game, 
Coutinho said he favored a 
return to the old knock-out 
system for quarter and semi- 
finals. 

“Then both teams would go 
into the game knowing they 
had to produce a result. We 
would not have all those 
draws. Remember West Ger- 
many aaainst Italy in 1970. or 


West Germany against 
England? That is the drama 
and excitement the World 
Cup needs.” 

Coutinho also said that it 
was about time Brazil had a 
permanent, full-time national 
manager. 

“We should not have to put 
a team together ina hurry just 
before the World Cup. We 
shonld have young teams, 
maybe an under-23 side. We 
have the under-20s, but that 
is too young.
